‘wvherever he may be cmployed, the 
fundamental consideration ts that he 
Is employed away from his home sur- 
roundings, from his family thes, and 
from the country where his depe=d- 
ants may be expected to live in the 
event of his death, Such an officer 
must normally expect to maintain 
certainly his children and possibly 
nlso his wife in his home country for 
periods which in the upyrepate 
represent a considerable part-of his 
career, . 

The circumstances naturally vary 
with individuals, but, broadly speak-

At the same time a Colonial civil 
servant has very little liberty to adapt 
his mode of living to his private cir~ 
cumstances and resources.

It is true that in some of the 
Colonics, as in the Home Civil Servic, 
there, is a system .under which 
gratuities may be Inid to the estate of 
an officer who dies in the Service, 
and. to an officer on retirement. 
Such gratuities, however, are not 
large relatively. to ordinary . family 
needs and cannot compare wilh the 
benefits. of a Widows’ and Orphans’ 
Fund or Scheme. 

We wish, therefore, to record our 
view that, whatever a Colonial 
Goveranient may decide as to the ex- 
pediency or desirability of providing 
arrangements for widows’ and 
orphans’ pensions in respect of ils 
employees generally, it is stil under 
an obligation to consider the_position 
and the needs of those of Its ofticials 
whose homes are outside the Colony. 

Another Important defect in the 
existing, arrangements to which we 
desire to direct allention at this stage 
relates to the position of an official 
who is transferred from. one Colony 
to another. 


“ACCIDENTS OF TRANSFER” 


We understand that the principle of 
interchangeability in the Colonial 
Service has long been recognised in 
practice, and that it is the policy -of 
llis Majesty's Government to foster 
interchunge In -the Interests of the 
Service and of the Colonies as a 
whole, » 


“What Is needed is o° general 
arrangement which will secure an 
officer's posiifon irrespective of the 
aceldents of transfer.” 

The report recalls the raising of the 
guaranteed rate of intercst from.6 per 
cent. to the “exceptionally high rate of 
8 per cent.” fer which it says there is 
now no Justification. , .

ministration of the Fund, the actual

It is clearly desirable from the point 
of view of simplicity and ndministra- 
live convenience that this should be 
arranged {f possible, and we have 
come {o the conclusion that it'can be 
arranged without doing violence to 
actunrinl principles or to the interests 
of the Governments or the officials 
concerned.” ' 

It has to be remembered that, wide 
as are the differences to which we 
have referred, our proposal concerns 
oMctals who form, for practical pur- 
poses, n homogeneous class of selcct- 
ed-lives...Generallyspealing, they, 
are men of similar'race, antecedents, 
social standing, and habits. Differ- 
ences in the ellmate and amenitics of 
the Colonies in which they serve be 
taken ns offstt to some extent by 
differences in leave ‘conditions. 

The regulations-affecting the perlod 
of active service and the age of re- 
tirement-are tending to become uni- 
form. The | statistics of mortality 
show that there is actually much less 
difference than might be expected in 
the fuctors affecting pension tables 
for, Europeans, in the healthler ond 
the unhcalthter Colonics, . In fact, 
comparatively few officers of the 
class with which we are dealing are 
employed outside the tropics, and 
fewer’ still spend thelr whole oficial 
carecrs in the non-tropical Colonics. 

We consider, then, that ft would 
be reasonable t6 construct for the 
members of the Central Fund a single 
set of tables providing the samc 
benefits in return for a given coatri-~ 
bution, irrespectively of where the 
oficer- concerned might happen to be 
serving. 7 

NON-EUROPEAN 
OFFICERS : 


Regarding the inclusion of none 
Europeans, the report states: - 

The replies to the question whether

"NO BREACH OF 
_ CONTRACT 


A claim for $1,000 ns damages for, 
breach of contract was brought be- 
fore the Chief Justice, Sir Atholl 
MacGregor, -at thé Summdry.Court 
this morning, by the Chuan Chiong 
Co., Ltd., of 150 Wing Lok Strect. The 
defendants were the Tung Hing Knit- 
ting Co., of 40-54 Tung Chol Street. 


Mr. Peter H. Sin appeared for the 
plaintiff firm, and Mr, D. H. Binke 
was for the defence. 


It was stated that the contract was, 
for the purchase of 500 dozens sing- 
lets bearing the “Chineso Banjo” 
mark, by the plaintiffs from the de- 
fendonts. It was common ground 
that after the contract was entered 
into .on December 6, 1935, the par- 
ties ngreed that the defendants should 
use the plalntiffs' “Sea Captain” -trade 
murk Instead of thelr own ‘Chinese 
Banjo.” 


The defence was. that the contract 
had sinte been completely rescinded 
and a new veral one entered Into., 


Mr, Sin submited that the con- 
tract had never been reseinded but 
only varied. 


Giving Judgment for the defén- 
dants, with, costs, His Lordship held 
that on the plaintiffs’ own account 
book there was chopped the word

REGULATIONS .- CHANGED 


By orders of the Governor-in- 
Council made on the Ist duy of 
October, 1931, the Emergency Re- 
gulaYons made on the 25th June, 
1925 were repealed, but re-enacted 
in an amended form, Regulations 
Nos. 22, 24 and 25 tnking the placcs 
of the repealed Regulations Nos. 1, 3° 
and 4, and Regulation 22 having a 
long extra paragraph, which reads 
as follows:— 

« 4). . Mor shall any person 
print, publish or distribute any 
Pewarsheet in the Chinese langu- 
ange us an extra, nor shatl any per- 
son post up any placard purport- 
ing to contain in the Chinese lungu- 
age any portion of the contents of 
any newspaper, or any announce=- 
ment reluting to the contents of 
any newspaper, uniess the print- 
ing, publishing or distribution of 
such extrn or the posting up of 
such placard has been authorised 
and unless the form and arrange- 
ment as well as the matter con- 
tained in such extra and placard 
has been previously upproved by 
the Secretary for Chinese Affairs 
or’ any Assistant Secretary for 
Chinese Affairs.” 

Parenthetically 1 would like most 
respectfully to ask:--What steps, if 
any, have been taken by Governe 
ment to see that .the provisions of 
Regulation 24 have been carried out, 
ond how can a person jn the Colony 
satisfy himself that an imported 
paper has been Imported with the 
permission of the Sceretary for 
Chinese Affairs? 


TIME OF CRISIS 


I have set oul the Regulations im- 
posing the censorship and the Or- 
dinance under which they were 
made. Now, what were the clrcum- 
stances under which the Ordinance 
was pussed by this Council? The 
Colony was then going through onc 
of the most critical crises of its exis- 
tence. The outlook was grave; dis- 
order threatened. On the 28th 
February, 1022, an emergency meet- 
ing of -this Council) was convened. 
At this meeting, after the first read- 
ing of the Bill, His Excellency Sir 
Reginald: Stubbs moved the suspen- 
sion of the standing orders in order 
to enable the remaining stages of the 
Bill to be taken at the meeting. The 
Bill. was then taken through the re- 
maining stages, ond became the 
Emergency Regulations Ordinance, 
1922. Sir Reginald Stubbs, in ad- 


“dressing the Council on the-measure, 


spoke inter alia us follows: — 

“The Council has ‘been called 
to-day for x special-purpose, which 
is to pass a Bill to confer upon the 
Governor In Council: power to 
make regulntions in’ cases of emer- 
gency or public danger. ... . It'is 
essentini for the safety of 
the Colony that steps should 
be taken as carly’ as possi- 
ble,’ to confer upon the Executive 
the ‘most drastic powers for denl- 
ing with a situation which may at 
any moment result in . disorder 
owing to the misguided efforts of 
persons who are under the in- 
fluence of Bolshevist doctrine.” 

In order to show clearly the emer- 
&ency nature of the Regulations to be 
made under the Ordinance 1 may 
point out that certain emergency Re- 
gulations were made on the same day 
as. the mecting, thot certain other 
Regulations were made on the 2nd

Halsbury’s Laws of Englund, Vol. 
6, (Second Editlon), on pore 690, 
dealing with constitutional law, 
states ns follows:— - 

“The Crown ‘cannot, apurt from 


the rulers of law relating to ‘the J 


licensing of stage plonys, or” to 

blasphemous or seditious lbcls, 

or the publication of reports of 

Judicial procecdings, exercise any 

control over the public press.” 

The nuthor of the article on Press 
Laws jin the Encyclopaedia Britan- 
nicn, Vol. 19. (Oth Edition), says:— 

“At the present day the liberty 
of. the press in English-spenking 
countries is" (with. perhaps . the 
single exception of Ireland) a mat- 
ler of merely historical {mpor- 
tance.” . 

The same authority’s reference, on 
page 712, to the British Colonies 
makes rather pathetic reading in 
view of the circumstances prevall- 
ing in Hongkong:— 

“In the British colonles — the 
press is as free us it is in Eng- 
land. Each colony has Its special 
legislation on the subject for 
police und revenue purposes.” 


- INDEPENDENCE AFFECTED 


The | censorship system under 
which ‘every item of news, be it 4 
‘report of the proceedings of this 
Council, or of proceedings in the 
Courts of Law, or of any and every 
other kind of news, has to be sub- 
mitted to and approved by the cen- 
sors before publication, irrespective 
of the urgency and stress of modern 
journalism, must of necessity cause 
dissatisfaction, and must. tend to 
undermine the sense of independence 
and responstbility on the part of the 
Journalists, By the tine a complaint 
ngainst improper suppression of 
news can be investigated and ad- 
judicated upon, the news may become 
stale news. I therefore submit that 
such a censorship is’ objectionable 
in itself. * 

"As Tam concerned more with the 
question of the principle and legal 
basis of the existing censorship than 
with the actual administration of the 
censorship system, I do not propose 
to go into details as to the articles 
or items of news which have been 


suppressed by the censors within re- 


cent yenrs. I will, however, men- 
tion two incidents as illustrating the 
extent to. which free discussions of 
matters of public Interest have been 
prevented. Hon. Members of this 
Council may recall that on the 19th 
March I introduced & motion in this 
Council, and Hon. Members‘ might 
have read some of the comments on 
the debate which appeared in the 
English press. One Chinese news- 
paper translated one of the lending 
artictes: from. the English press for 
insertion on Saturday, the 
This mere translation of a leader in 
an English paper was held up for 
consideration, and publication was 
not . permitted until Monday, the 
23rd. Another Chinese paper wish-

* Iam aware that jn various coun-

But censorship 
which is based on regulations pre~- 
scribing the permissible content of 
the Press is, to my mind, not quite so 
obnoxious as a censorship which per- 
mits the censors to allow or dis- 
allow publication; of any article at 
their discretion, © | . 


RIGHT OF CRITICISM 


It may. be that local conditions of 
the Colony require some amendment 
of the. existing substantive law of

sidering any such’ proposed legis): 
tion before it Is brought. Inlo force. 

I have ventured to criticise—I hope 
not unfalrly—the present Censorship 
System as a system: hut before I 
sit down I should Jike fo make It 
quite plain that my remarks are not 
intended yo constitute any eritlcism 
against the Censors personally. . J, 
know that they have had and, in- 
decd, have, a most difficult task to 
discharge, and I would like to pay 
o tribute ‘ta my friend. Mr. Lau 
Chin-ping, thic Chfef Censor, and his 
associates, for the way In which they 
have carried out the onerous and 
dificult duties imposed on them by 
the existing Regulations. .

I am happy 
to think, however, that the priviloge 
of complete freedom remains unim- 
paired vo far ax the acction of the 
Snglish Press is concerned, The 
hinese Press is unfortunately not 
so favournbly situated. 


MUZZLED FOR, YEARS 


My honourable friend, the Inst 
speakers has mnde it clear that the 

hinese Press has been in a acnse 
muzzled for the past 11 years, and 
niuzzled {na manner that the Emer- 
rcncy Regulations confer powers for 
the closing down of any 
Chinese newspaper ani the suppres. 
sion of news that have appeared 
unquestioned and unchallenged — in 
the English newspapers oof — the 
Colony. 

The motion before the Council, 
designedly brief and precize in Its 
terms, calla for the revocation of 
those powers, the existence of which 
enn only be justified in times of 
emergency. The author of the mo- 
‘tion has demonstrated that such 
emergency hax not. existed now for 
some time. It does not exint to-~lny, 

That great Ohinese author, Mr, 
Lin Yutang, in his recent book ‘on 
“A History of the Press and Public 
Opinion in China,” writes: “Wo 
cannot ignore the contemporary 
censorship of books, magazines and 
newspapers in China, because ft 
alone explains the retarding of the 
growth of public opinion.” 

Thers is happily an observablo 
tendency on the part of our Chinese 
fellow-citizena to take an intelligent 
Interest in public affairs, ‘and I 
should, indeed, be sorry if any avoid~ 
able attitude should be responsible 
for a stifling of an intellectual con- 
sclousness that makes for the lin 
provement of our civic interests, 


CAN. BE TRUSTED 


Without over-stating the case, and 
from'my personal knowledge of the 
connections and the commercial in- 
terests concerned, there js not the 
least doubt that the management 
and the cditorial staff of: the res- 
onsible Chinese newspapers can 
e rélied on for the txercise of their 
better judgment, prudence — and 
caution not to jeopardise their 
personal interests ond the prestige 
which their newsptpera rightly en- 
Joy by any Sndiscroet action that 
may place their. good name’ and 
standing in jeopardy. As far os 
they can be regarded as good going 
commercial concerns it is not to be 
supposed that any proprictor would 
be so foolish os to risk the suspen 
sion, if only for ‘a .time, of his 
publication, which might involve him 
in Serious monctary loss and “loss 
of face" that is of so much moment 
to” the “Chinese.” T~am “conscious “of 
‘the fact. that the argument might be 
advanced that there will have to be 
new legislation for closing papers. 
My honourable friend urges that ali 
the emergency regulations. should be 
rovoked. I am entirely at one with 


m. , ‘ 
Under the new regime in our 
neighbouring city of Canton, intima- 
tion was given at the end of last 
nionth, at a reception to a large 
gathering of local’ journalists, that 
the authorities would - welcome 
candid and constructive criticisms. 
On that occasion the hope wns ex- 

ressed that, while the censombhip 
thas been Hfted, the Press would 
‘exercise discretion and refrain. from 
exploiting that NMberty. That hope 
and that wish I feel certain would 
be echoed in Hongkong; and while 
our neighbour ‘in the Kwangtung. 
metropolis has forestalled the Colony 
in the lifting of .the ban ngainat 
the Ohinese Press our action, on 
the other band, fs belated, © Our 
inaction Invites criticism. We. are 
much behind-hand in not having 
removed the censorship from a com- 
munity that has ‘benefictally used, 
and I'am happy to think very rarely.

POWERFUL PRESS NEEDED 


To come nearer home, concluding 
a lending artitle on the subject of 
the altered conditions in. Canton, the 
South China Morning Post has this 
coniment to. make:—"With men of 
Integrity in office it ia hoped that 
Kwangtung will soon enjoy an un- 
precedented prosperity. Perhaps 
that happy result will be’ promoted 
more quickly if the Central Govern- 
ment will usec nowspapers as Its 
servants and permit them continua-
